— “The 
American Legion wants it under­ 
stood that it is looking at the mili­ 
tary program as civilians, not as 
professional soldiers, that the veter­ 
ans are against military case from 
start to finish/' declared Thomas 
* W. Miller, chairman of the American 
Legion’ legislative Committee, 
an 
ex-congressman and an ex-overseas 
'•veteran. 
“It should be a People's army, for 
the People's defense." 
One Main Feature. 
Miller said the most important 
feature of Senator Wadsworth's bill, 
endorsed by the American Legion, is 
the section for compulsory military 
training. 
“Let us not confuse compulsory 
military training with compulsory 
service," Miller emphasized. “We are 
against compulsory service in time 
of peace. 
* 
“The period for compulsory train­ 
ing should be four months, begin­ 
ning normally in the eighteenth 
year. 
“The military training should in­ 
clude vocational training in appro­ 
priate trades, including scientific 
agriculture. 
For 281,000 Mien. 
Miller figures that the regular 
army should have 281,000 officers 
and men. He has figured that it 
costs on an average of $1,600 per 
man per year to maintain an army— 
and under the Wadsworth bill the 
cost would be $449,000,000 a year. 
Then there would be another item 
of $135,000,000 
to conduct the 
training camps—total $585,000,000. 
The house bill provides for 300,- 
000 men and officers but no com­ 
pulsory military training. To main­ 
tain this army would cost $508,000,- 
000. The American Legion is against 
this bill unless universal training is 
inserted.

The proposal was introduced by the 
Coalition Bloc of the Prussian Diet. 
The press dispatch from Munich 
says the majority of the Bavarian 
people are unalterably opposed to 
any scheme that tends to obliterate 
the time honored prerogatives of 
the state.

The Saxony Ministry President, 
Herr Gradnauer, expressed the be­ 
lief that .the present moment is not 
the time for the execution of a plan 
which purposes to wipe out the po­ 
litical frontiers of the federated 
states. 
He said he believed that 
the Beilin official quarters were in­ 
adequately posted in respect to the 
South German opposition to the 
hasty centralization of all authority 
Ll Berlin and that such disincli­ 
nation would serve as a qheck to the 
aspirations of Berlin.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 26.—Re­ 
presentative government is on trial 
for its life. 
Can a majority party in a legis­ 
lature expel the representatives of a 
minority party at will because they 
—the majority—regard the princi­ 
ples of the minority party 
“dan­ 
gerous!". 
That is the fundamental ques­ 
tion raised in the trial of the five 
socialist assemblymen from New 
York city now on trial before the 
judiciary committee of the assem­ 
bly. The men on trial are Samuel 
Witt, Charles Solomon, Samuel Orr, 
Louis Waidman and August Claes- 
sens. Speaker Thaddeus C. Sweet of 
the New York assembly indicted the 
party tenets in his speech when 
the five socialists were summarily 
denied their seats on the opening 
of the l<ft£slature. The principles 
of the party, he declared, in effect, 
were opposed to the best interests 
of the state and nation. For this 
reason the socialists were to be 
barred. 
An Act of Violence 
“The contemplated act of this as­ 
sembly may well be the first act of 
violence to loose a revolution", de­ 
clared Morris Hiliquit dramatically 
in his statement opening 
the de­ 
fense of the five men. 
If the action of the New York 
state assembly stands, Hiliquit pre­ 
dicted that socialists elected to of­ 
fice in other states will be barred, 
and no course of action will be left 
open for anybody desiring a change 
in government except violent revolu­ 
tion. 
— 
“If it were allowable for a legis­ 
lature to determine that members 
of a legally recognized party, by vir­ 
tue of their belonging to that party. 
could be excluded, next year might 
find members of the socialist party 
banning republicans 
and 
demo­ 
crats", said Hiliquit. 
Storm of Criticism 
The barring of the socialist has 
roused a storm of criticism from 
conservative as 
well as 
radical 
sources. The Bar association of 
New York state headed by Charles 
E. Hughes, denounced the action, 
and appointed a committee of law­ 
yers to appear and protest against 
the violation of the constitutional 
rights of barred sacialists. The New 
York World (Democratic) is engag­ 
ed in raising a defense fund for the 
socialists, to which thousands of 
dollars have been subscribed. Most 
of the New York dailies have de­ 
nounced the action of the assembly 
aud pointed out that if it stands, 
representative government is 
dead 
Conservative 
organizations 
have 
joined with the socialists in fight­ 
ing the case, and associated with 
Morris Hiliquit, chief counsel for toe 
barred members, are a group of 
lawyers including both republicans 
and democrats. 
The barring of the socialists came 
as a climax to the Lusk committee’s 
"heresy hunting" investigation 
of 
"bolshevism," which has been under 
way for. many months. At the last 
session of the legislature Senator 
Clayton R. Lusk was designated to 
head a committee to investigate, 
"bolshevik propaganda" 
in 
New 
York state. 
Baaed on Evidence. 
The Lusk committee has repeated­ 
ly raided radical organizations and 
headquarters in New York city. It 
has brought witnesses before it in 
star chamber proceedings under an 
old state law. The action of Speak­ 
er Sweet, he says, is based on^ evi­ 
dence collected by the Lusk commit­ 
tee who read the specific charges 
against the live men, of their af­ 
filiation with the socialist party. 
The mere fact of this affiliation is 
relied upon as sufficient to bar the 
men, because it is said, the social­ 
ist party, plans the overthrow of 
the government. 
The defense of the case will take 
two lines: First, that the assembly 
has no constitutional right to bar 
the five assemblymen while charges 
against them were being drawn up;

Bf th* Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—The fate 
of compromise negotiations on the 
peace treaty remained in doubt to­ 
day after the bi-partisan conference 
had discusssed without decision the 
refusal of the republicans to com­ 
promise bn Article IO. Another meet­ 
ing will be held Thursday. Demo­ 
cratic leaders replying to the repub­ 
lican ultimatum regarding Article 
IO did not present a definite refusal 
to go on with the negotiations but 
expressed great surprise, declaring 
an Article IO compromise “already 
had been assented to by most of the 
members of the conference" before 
the republicans served notice they 
would not agree to a compromise. 
Under the proposed compromise 
as made public by Senator Hitch­ 
cock, the acting democratic leader, 
the senate would declare by reser­ 
vation that the United States would 
not employ the economic boycott or 
its armed forces to preserve the ter­ 
ritorial Integrity of any other coun­ 
try unless congress acted in each 
specific case. 
After the meeting which developed 
heated discussion, some senators on 
both sides professed to see hopes 
that a compromise might yet be 
reached. The general attitude of 
the conferees, however, was not one 
of optimism.

C. W. Sessions, who assembled the

I am in favor of turning the rail­ 
roads back to private ownership at 
the present time. 
I am in favor of 
Government 
Ownership, but not yet. We are not 
ready for it. When it 
comes 
it 
should be grown, not made. And I 
think by and by It will come nat­ 
ural growth. 
The best thing to do now Is to 
hand the roads baric to the owners. 
But not tor the reasons generally 
put forth. Not because Government 
Ownership has proved a failure, tor 
the trial it received under war con­ 
ditions was not a fair test. The 
Government did not aim to make 
the railroads pay; it aimed to sacri­ 
fice them in saving the country. Ev­ 
en as it did not aim to benefit the 
drafted men, but to use them for 
the same supreme purpose. 
But my reason is that, at pres­ 
ent, it is only under private owner­ 
ship that the railroads can attract 
the one essential element that will 
make them pay and make the coun­ 
try prosperous. 
That element is BRAINS. 
The primary essential in making 
any business in the world product­ 
ive— and the bigger the business, 
the more it is essential— is not La­ 
bor, not Capital, not Privilege, not 
Government Support, but Brains. 
Mr. Ivy Lee, in a recent talk be­ 
fore the Rotary Club said: 
“Our railroad system is rapidly 
creaking down. We need the best 
irains in the country to build it up. 
Such brains are 
now 
available. 
There are Cassatts, Hills and Hanu­ 
mans in the making. At the end of 
uwo years these men will not be 
available. They will have interested 
themselves in other matters. Every 
we postpone our derision is fraught 
with danger. 
With lax management the lev­ 
el of expenses rises and efficiency 
falls. Only excessive taxation will 
take care of such a situation. The 
government will have to pay the 
bills. This means that you will have 
to pay the bills.”

Honest Bill Show 
Loses Second and 
Only Elephant 


The second and only elephant 
belonging to the Honest Bill Show, 
wintering at the fair grounds here, 
died Thursday night of some dis­ 
ease not definitely known by the 
owner or the veterinary who worked 
with the sick animal. 
Mr. Newton had two fine speci­ 
mens of elephant when he came 
here to take up winter quarters. ‘A 
few weeks ago one of the animals 
died in a mysterious manner, only 
to be followed by the death of its 
mate in practically the same manner 


Thursday evening. The only ostrich 
with the show also died a few 
days ago. 
The East Central State Normal 
here was presented w ith the hide 
of the first elephant that dicni and 
the 
same will 
be 
mounted 
and 
placed in the 
museum 
of the 
school. The carcass was given to 
the state university at Norman. 
Mr. Newton slates that he has 
been offered $375 for the hide of 
the last animal to die by a con­ 
cern in Missouri, but he is anxious 
that this one also go to the Normal 
here. He states that if it can be 
purchased by the school here that 
he 
will donate 
$75 
toward 
the 
purchase price offered by the Mis­ 
souri concern. He has agreed also 
to make the Normal a present of 
the carcas. 
The death of these two animals 
is quite a loss to the show as the 
prices of these animals now are al­ 
most prohibitive. Just recently Mr. 
Newton was negotiating for another 
untrained elephant for which the 


owners asked twenty thousand dol­ 
lars. 
Not only that, but elephants are 
rapidly becoming extinct, and it is 
believed 
that 
within- twenty-five 
yean it will be impossibly to obtain 
one. The average life of sn elephant 
is about three hundred years, but 
they do not breed unUl they havu 
attained the age of forty or fifty 
years. There are only about three 
hundred elephants born each year 
throughout the entire world, and 
during the war they were extermin­ 
ated at9 the rate of about a thousand 
a year. Within the next two genera­ 
tions at least, the elephant will bel 
in the same class with the masto- 
extinct 
don, the mammoth and other 
species of animals. 
Mr. Newton states that his ele­ 
phants were never sick before, and 
that he has traveled with them In 
all parts of the United States. For 
this reason he attributes the malady 
to some local condition or to some 
animal disease peculiar to or prev­ 
alent in these parts.

CHICAGO, March 
27.— W hether 
the prohibition party will nominate, 
a candidate for the presidency and 
take an active part in the coming 
presidential campaign depends upon 
the attitude of the major parties 
toward the strict enforcement 
of 
prohibition, says Virgil G. Hinshaw, 
of this city, chairman of the party. 
There has been considerable spec­ 
ulation among political observers as 
to whether the 
prohibition 
party 
would or would not continue its po­ 
litical activity now that prohibition 
has become a constitutional enact­ 
ment. 
Questions have been asked 
whether the prohibition party lead­ 
ers would feel that the party’s ob­ 
ject had been attained and 
the 
time at hand when prohibitionists 
might return to or become affil­ 
iated with one or the other of the 
major parties. 
Chairman Hinshaw believes 
the 
battle is not over; that the fight for 
enforcement of prohibition is still 
to be won. 
“Our organization,” he declares, 
“will continue as long as the alco 
hoi ic serpent continues to wiggle its 
tail.” 
Concerning the party’s atti­ 
tude in the presidential campaign, 
Mr. Hinshaw said its policies to be 
enunciated in its national conven­ 
tion at Lincoln, 
Neb., 
July 
12, 
would depend entirely upon the ac­ 
tion taken at the conventions of the 
major parties. 
“If the major parties fail to come 
out unequivocally for strict enforce­ 


ment of existing dry laws we will 
certainly run a prohibition candi­ 
date for president,’’ said Mr. Hin- 
shaw. 
“Of course, it is up to the" con­ 
vention whether we will or will not 
run one anyway. 
But if the major 
parties fail to enforce not only the 
8th amendment but existing pro­ 
hibition laws as well, 
I 
believe 
there will l>e break-ups that will 
bring many of their voters and their 
big men to our side.” 
As to the party’s probable action 
concerning lesser candidates, it 
is 
said that it “will seek the election 
of representatives in congress, gov­ 
ernors, members of legislatures and 
others who are charged with the 
enforcement of the dry law.*’ 
Ernest H. Cherrington of Wester­ 
ville, Ohio, declared that the anti­ 
saloon league, of which he is secre­ 
tary, will work to defeat candidate# 
who are avowedly opposed to prohi­ 
bition enforcement.

Yesterday’s press dispatches quote Geo. W. Prichard of 
2few Mexico as saying in the Republican convention at Santa 
Fe that “The peace treaty with Germany was the only treaty 
so far as this government was concerned that was ever 
brought forth in a spirit of resentment, if not malice.” 
Mr. Prichard was the temporary chairman of the Repub­ 
lican convention, and his speech was accepted as the keynote 
speech of his party in the Southwest He had been selected 
as temporary chairman by his party leaders after a careful 
survey of all available material. 
His speech had been for­ 
warded to the daily newspapers several days before it was 
delivered, thus proving beyond doubt that Prichard was ex­ 
pected to sound the slogan for his clans. 
That his speech 
had been printed days before it was delivered is proof that 
his party leaders knew what it contained. That it was sent 
out by his party leaders is proof that they endorsed its 
contents. 
The burden of the Prichard speech is an appeal for Ger­ 
many. 
It is filled with bitter investive against the treaty. 
It 
denounces the treaty as conceived in resentment and filled 
with malice. 
It seconds the declamation of Knox and Borah 
against the “murderous peace imposed on Germany.” It simply 
means that the Republican party of the Southwest sympa­ 
thises with Germany and believes that Germany should be 
exempt from the penalties of her crimes. 
It means that Germany should not be forced to pay for 
the niin she thrust upon the world. 
It means that the allied 
nations are criminal for levying a fine on thieves and de­ 
manding trial for murderers. 
It means that German votes are 
more precious than all the babes who died in the wreckage 
of the Lusitania. 
It means that the Canadians crucified at 
Ypres deserved their fate and that it is malicious to wreak 
vengeance on their assassins. 
It means that the violated 
women and girls of Belgium have been forgotten by a party 
whose latest presidential campaign was financed by the Hun. 
The day after Hughes was nominated in 1916 the head 
of the German-American Alliance published a boast that his 
organization had planned the Hughes campaign and had 
footed the bills. 
Whose campaign the Huns are financing 
today does not appear of record but the speech of Prichard 
at Santa Fe has the familiar jingle of 1916. 
The war made 
a coalition with the Hun unpopular for a season, but the wail 
from Santa Fe proves that the dog has returned to his vomit 
and the sow' that was washed to her wallowing in the mire. 
The same dirty rabble that burned arsenals, blew up factories, 
destroyed railroad bridges and poisoned schoolhouse wells, 
are playing their old nefarious game, and are finding in every 
•tate men who will sell the honor of their nation for political 
Advantage. 
After all, are we Americans? 
The mid-war boast was 
uttered that out of the fire and blood of battle would come 
a new people purged of every foreign taint, and true to every 
tradition of Americanism. 
But the blood on our martyred 
dead is hardly dried and the dead yet sleep beyond the seas, 
as another campaign for the emasculation of Americanism 
opens and the blatant tools of Potsdam make, an appeal for 
rapists and murderers the slogan of a great political party. 
Does Prichard represent his party view? Is he expressing 
the wish of the Republican rank and file? Do the men who 
fought so loyally to defeat the beast of Berlin endorse his 
prepared and studied plea for mercy for the foulest bunch 
of bandits that ever deformed the growth of nature and dark­ 
ened the light of God’s day? 
In fine, are the loyal Repub­ 
licans of America ready to spit upon the blankets that wrap 
our dead in order to placate the most infamous rabble in 
history?

more "choc” joints. T. E. Brents, 
assistant chief special Indian en­ 
forcement officer and his party, re­ 
turned Thursday to Muskogee. 
Nearly 1,500 gallons of mash and 
IOO gallons of liquor were found in 
one joint near McAlester, where five 
complete stills were in operation. 
Gasoline stoves were used by the 
four men who had charge of the dis­ 
tillery and every bit of parapnernal- 
ia that could be used was in evi­ 
dence. 
Supplies Are Captured. 
Fourteen cases “f loose raisins, 
a big meat grinder fot choppiinj up 
the raisins, a tub of chopped up 
raisins, another tun of washed rais­ 
ins, two automatic .shotguns, one 
Bingle-barrel shotgun, a rifle and 
two pistols were among the equip­ 
ment taken. 
The raids were conducted at the 
direction of Cato Sells, Indian Com­ 
missioner. Besides Mr. Brents, the 
following officers were active. J. 
B. Dowell, sepical Indian officers; 
J. P. McCormick, deputy special of­ 
ficer, and F. M. Warner of the In­ 
dian service. 
“We got the big still only after 
a little race,” said Mr. Brents. “Lew­ 
is Cappo, a boy, was in the field 
on a horse to watch for officers. 
He saw us but we were in a ma­ 
chine and beat him to the shed. 
There we found three stills in oper­ 
ation and the other two ready for 
use. 
Each of the five vats held 300 
gallons of raisin mash. Two barrels 
of liquor were on hand*. They could 
make a barrel a day—or fifty gal­ 
lons. The front of the shed was 
used for a cow bara to disguise 
the real purpose of the place.”
